Plan s drawn by Jo hn McLan e 
Sr., architect, were discu ssed 
with v ario u s o fficeho lders an d 
ju dg es o n Friday by co mmittee 
members. 
The McLan e p lan s su g g est 
mo v in g the Co u n ty Bo ard ro o m 
fro m the so u thwest co rn er o f 
the first flo o r to the n o rthwest 
co rn er o f the third flo o r which 
is n o w o ccu p ied by the cham ­ 
bers o f Chief Circu it Ju dg e 
Jam es E. Bales an d the law li­ 
brary . 
The ju dg e’s cham bers an d 
the law library are slated to be 
relo cated in the area n o w u sed 
fo r the ju ry ro o m an d the p u blic 
defen der’s o ffice which is in the 
n o rtheast co rn er o f the third 
flo o r an d is immediately behin d 
the co u rtro o m ben ch. 
This mo v e will p ermit the 
ju dg e to en ter his chambers 
fro m the co u rtro o m witho u t 
hav in g to walk thro u g h it o r to 
g o do wn a p u blic hall, as he 
mu st n o w do . 
The ju ro rs’ ro o m, in the 


p lan s, will be mo v ed to a larg e 
ro o m in the so u theast co rn er o f 
the third flo o r which was o n ce 
u sed by the sheriff an d n o w 
ho u ses the p u blic defen der’s re­ 
cep tio n ist an d the ju v en ile p ro ­ 
batio n o fficers. 
The p lan s mo v e the p u blic de­ 
fen der, his recep tio n ist, the ju ­ 
v en ile p ro batio n o fficers an d 
the co u n ty zo n in g o fficial in to 
o ffices to be co n stru cted in a 
p o rtio n o f the area n o w u sed fo r 
the Traffic Div isio n o f the Cir­ 
cu it Co u rt which is in the east 
en d o f the first flo o r. 
The co u n ty zo n in g o fficial is 
n o w lo cated in the west area o f 
the first flo o r an d his o ffice will 
be mo v ed as a p art o f the p lan 
to tran sfer the Traffic Div isio n 
Co u rt to the west en d o f the first 
flo o r an d u se what is n o w the 
Co u n ty Bo ard ro o m. 
The Traffic Div isio n Co u rt 
mo v e will also take abo u t eig ht 
feet fro m the first-flo o r o ffice 
sp ace o f the co u n ty clerk. 
Part o f the sp ace v acated by 
the Traffic Div isio n Co u rt will 
be added to the first-flo o r area 
fo r the circu it co u rt clerk.

ey s cn am u ers win o e mo v eu 
fro m the so u theast co m er o f the 
bu ildin g to the n o rtheast area

The area v acated by Ho rn sby 
is to be o ccu p ied by the o ffice o f 
Haro ld Hu ffman , circu it co u rt 
clerk. 
A ju ro rs’ ro o m fo r the seco n d- 
flo o r co u rtro o m is to be co n ­ 
stru cted in the east hallway en ­ 
try to the co u rtro o m an d is to be 
clo sed to the p u blic. 
The p u blic may en ter the 
co u rtro o m by the west hallway 
en tran ce. 
The co mmittee will also p re­ 
sen t p lan s an d co st estim ates 
fo r in stallin g n ew thermo p an e 
win do ws thro u g ho u t the Co u rt­ 
ho u se an d air-co n ditio n in g the 
bu ildin g .

Kelchner said t oday's colder t emperat ures are having an adverse ef f ect 
on t he ice j am which has f ormed bet ween Dixon and St erling. Alt hough river gauges 
have not been inst alled in t he Dixon area, some observers say t he Rock River has risen 
f ive f eet in t he past 24 hours. The ext ended weat her out look calls f or cont inued colder

day s in sp ace, Gerald P. Carr, 
Edward G. Gibso n an d William 
R. Po g u e said they felt lead­ 
fo o ted bu t g en erally q u ite g o o d. 
*‘I n ev er kn ew I weig hed this 
m u ch,“ Gibso n said after walk 
in g o u t o f the Ap o llo co mman d 
ship that bro u g ht the men back 
fro m sp ace.

o f San Dieg o , Calif., was du e in

Dr Ro y ce Hawkin s, a NASA 
health o fficial, said at the Jo hn ­ 
so n Sp ace Cen ter in Ho u sto n 
that he was elated an d de­ 
lig hted with the first rep o rts o n 
the crew ’s co n ditio n . Un less ex ­ 
ten siv e tests sho w deleterio u s 
chan g es in their bo dies, it ap ­ 
p ears men co u ld fly in sp ace 
fo r a y ear o r two witho u t mu ch 
tro u ble, he said. 
Carr, Gibso n an d Po g u e sp en t 
mo re time ex ercisin g than the 
two p rev io u s crews, an d this 
was widely held to be the chief 
reaso n fo r their seemin g ly g o o d 
health o n retu rn in g .

atio n .” 
Sky lab p ro ject man ag er Wil­ 
liam C. Schn eider said Friday ’s 
sp lashdo wn “co mp letes what I 
wo u ld co n sider the histo rical 
p hase o f Sky lab.” 
He said the scien ce p hase 
wo u ld beg in n o w, with sco res o f 
scien tists ev alu atin g the p ho to ­ 
g rap hs, electro n ic tap es an d 
o ther p ieces o f Sky lab in fo rm a­ 
tio n . 
Desp ite a leak in o n e o f two 
iden tical ro cket steerin g sy s­ 
tems, the ferry ship ’s retu rn 
fro m the 272-mile-hig h sp ace 
statio n wen t witho u t a hitch. 
Pro p ellan t beg an streamin g 


tro m the ro cket sy stem after 
the ferry ship left the sp ace 
statio n early Friday mo rn in g .

Do cto rs said the men were 
dizzy at first bu t felt n o n e o f 
the n au sea that had p lag u ed 
p rev io u s Sky lab crews.

“ We are g o in g to say ho w 
mu ch the Presiden t o wes,” Sen 
Ru ssell B. Lo n g , chairm an o f 
the Sen ate-Ho u se In tern al Rev - 


en u e Tax atio n Co mmittee, said 
Friday . 
Lo n g added, “We do n ’t hav e 
an y in fo rmatio n to in dicate that 
the Presiden t was n o t in g o o d 
faith" when he filed his federal 
in co me tax retu rn s fo r 19 6 9 -72. 
The White Ho u se had n o co m ­ 
men t o n the« , Lo u isian a Demo ­ 
c ra t’s staterrien ts

v esiig atin g the v alidity o f Nix ­

scien tio u s sen ato rs do es, ju st

u p . Bu t it still lo o k ed cap able o f su p ­ 
p o rtin g the three astro n au ts o n 
bo ard u n til they lan ded o n Friday . 
Up there fo r n early three mo n ths, 
they becam e A m erica’s fo rgo tten 
men . Fo r the first tim e in an y m ajo r 
sp ace flight, the telev isio n n etwo rk s 
declin ed to co v er the sp lashdo wn . 
The Natio n al Aero n au tics an d 
Sp ace Admin istratio n wo u ld hav e 
step p ed in to the breach, bu t fo u n d its 
term s o f referen ce did n o t allo w this. 
Yet it is o n ly fiv e y ears sin ce the 
wo rld was willin g to believ e the Ru s­ 
sian s were go in g to k eep their sp ace 
lead o v er the Am erican s by bu ildin g 
ju st this ty p e o f earth-o rbitin g sp ace 
statio n . 
The Ru ssian s n ev er go t bey o n d 
the p ro to ty p e stage, n ev er had men 
fo r mu ch lo n ger than three week s in 
sp ace, an d these died o n their re­ 
tu rn . Their failu re is rarely q u o ted 
again st them . 
The Am erican s su cceed n o t o n ly 
in gettin g Sk y lab in to o rbit, bu t in 
sen din g three sep arate crew s u p fo r 
o n e, two an d n o w n early three 
mo n ths o n bo ard. Bu t they hav e 
been giv en less credit fo r their 
achiev em en t with each su ccessiv e 
missio n . The fact Sk y lab was q u ite 
badly dam aged du rin g lau n chin g, 
an d team s o f astro n au ts wen t u p in to 
sp ace with im p ro v ised ap p aratu s 
an d cro w -bars an d in v en ted their 
o wn rep airs, is treated as n o thin g 
m o re rem ark able than men din g a 
bro k en -do wn tru ck by the ro adside, 
if it is rem em bered at all. 


Sk y lab has dem o n strated the 
so u n dn ess o f the en gin eerin g co n ­ 
cep ts that wen t in to its design . So me 
o f its ap p aratu s has p ro v ed u n der­ 
en gin eered, bu t as Sk y lab was p u t 
to gether o u t o f the fu el tan k s o f u n ­ 
wan ted mo o n ro ck ets (which were 
n ev er in ten ded either fo r a wo rk in g 
life o f 10 mo n ths in sp ace, o r fo r the 
stra in s c re a te d 
by 
a stro n a u ts 
tram p in g abo u t in them ), the wo n ­ 
der is that it wo rk ed at all. 


The o ther big do u bt was the as­ 
tro n au ts’ ability to sp en d lo n g p eri­ 
o ds in sp ace witho u t deterio ratin g 
p hy sically . TTiis fear has n o t been 
en tirely remo v ed. Tru e, the astro ­ 
n au ts hav e sto o d u p rem ark ably 
well to p ro gressiv ely lo n ger p erio ds 
in sp ace; their p erfo rm an ce in Sk y ­ 
lab has n o t fallen o ff to wards the en d 
o f the missio n as so me feared it 
m ight—there was a certain amo u n t 
o f Ru ssian ev iden ce p o in tin g to this. 
Bu t there hav e been p hy sical af­ 
ter-effects; they are n o t serio u s an d 
do go away , bu t do cto rs wo u ld still 
lik e to k n o w what cau ses them . 


The do cto r who has had charge o f 
ev ery American astro n au t sin ce the 
begin n in g o f the sp ace p ro gram , Dr. 
Charles Berry , has ju st resign ed to 
jo in the Un iv ersity o f Tex as. In re ­ 
cen t mo n ths Dr. Berry has been de­ 
scribed as m o re o f a NASA p o litician 
than a p hy sician . Bu t his dep artu re 
is o n e m o re milesto n e in the gradu al 
ru n n in g do wn o f the sp ace p ro gram ; 
there is n o w o n e fewer stro n g p er­ 
so n ality fro m the day s o f the o ld 
gu ard to stan d u p to p ressu res to re­ 
du ce sp ace to a m ere p u blic rela­ 
tio n s ex ercise.

The resp ected Ju dge Leo n ard 
Han d has o ften been q u o ted o n the 
su bject o f a tax p ay er’s o bligatio n , 
sp ecifically in referen ce to the fed­ 
eral in co me tax . 
“ An y o n e m ay so arran ge his af­ 
fairs,” he said, “ that his tax es shall 
be as lo w as p o ssible; he is n o t bo u n d 
to cho o se that p attern which will 
best p ay the T reasu ry ; there is n o t 
ev en a p atrio tic du ty to in crease 
o n e’s tax es . . .” 
This hardly m ean s, ho wev er, that 
there is n o t a p atrio tic du ty to p ay 
o n e’s fair share o f tax es, o r that this 
du ty n o lo n ger ho lds when so meo n e 
else m ay “ so arran ge his affairs” 
that he ev ades his fair share. 
Yet o n the basis o f a flo o d o f in ­ 
dign an t letters fro m his co n stitu ­ 
en ts, Ohio D em o cratic Rep . Charles 
A. Van ik recen tly ex p ressed fear 
that ju st su ch a tax p ay er rev o lt m ay 
be brewin g. 
It is q u ite ap p aren t, he warn ed, 
that “ the v o lu n tary in co me tax sy s­ 
tem established o v er a lo n g p erio d in 
the Un ited States is n o w bein g 
threaten ed to the p eril p o in t by the 
m o ral in differen ce o f the Presiden t 
to his o wn tax o bligatio n s an d his p o ­ 
sitio n as n atio n al leader.” 
Acco rdin g to a len gthy article in 
the Wall Street Jo u rn al, the sam e 
wo rry is bein g en tertain ed in the u p ­ 
p er reaches o f the In tern al Rev en u e 
Serv ice, n o t o n ly becau se o f wide­ 


sp read o u trage at the Presiden t’s 
tax retu rn s fo r two recen t y ears bu t 
becau se o f a gro win g p o p u lar belief 
that the who le sy stem is u n fairly 
weighted in fav o r o f the wealthy an d 
the p riv ileged. 
It co u ld be catastro p hic fo r the 
n atio n if millio n s o f American s de­ 
cided to withho ld o r to shade their 
tax es this y ear, either o u t o f resen t­ 
men t at what a few are gettin g away 
with, o r what it is tho u ght they are 
gettin g away with, o r to “get ev en ” 
with the sy stem .”

This y ear’s rep o rt by the Presi­ 
den t’s Co u n cil o f Eco n o mic Adv isers 
is sho t thro u gh with do u bt an d u n - 
cert ain ty ; the co u n cil ev en adm its to 
hav in g been “co n fo u n ded” by the in ­ 
flatio n o f 19 73 , the mo st rap id in 
America sin ce the Ko rean war. As a 
resu lt, the 19 74 rep o rt is bo th glo o m­ 
ier an d m o re credible than so me o f 
its p redecesso rs. 
The y ear has begu n in a co n ditio n 
o f high in flatio n an d in the early 
stage o f a gen eral slo wdo wn . These 
two ev ils are ex p ected to character­ 
ize the first half o f the y ear, bu t to be 
so mewhat co rrected later. 
There will be a co rresp o n din g in ­ 
crease an d decrease in u n emp lo y ­ 
m en t, tho u gh the av erage rate fo r 
the y ear is n o t ex p ected to fall belo w 
5 .5 p er cen t, co m p ared with the 4 p er 
cen t p o stu lated, at least u p to n o w, 
as the defin itio n o f fu ll emp lo y men t. 
There is n o t ex p ected to be a rise 
o f m o re than 1 p er cen t in real 
gro wth. If the gro ss n atio n al p ro du ct 
reaches $1,3 9 0 billio n as fo recast, an 
in crease o f 8 p er cen t o v er 19 73 , in ­ 
flatio n will hav e acco u n ted fo r sev ­ 
en -eighths o f the rise. If fo o d an d fu ­

v ere. 
The go v ern m en t’s p o licy will be 
to ho ld to this mo dest co u rse.

The 
deficit itself will be m o derate ($4.6 
billio n ), an d in deed there will be a $6 
billio n su rp lu s o n the fu ll em p lo y ­ 
men t mo del.

eco n o mic slo wdo wn ap p ears lik ely . 
So far, so go o d. What giv es cau se 
fo r u n u su al co n cern is the eq u ally 
u n u su al degree o f do u bt, an d the to ­ 
tal lack o f p rescrip tio n ev en fo r 
tho se p ro blem s which are clearly 
iden tified. 
The rep o rt states: “ That the p ast 
is feasible an d it will be achiev ed by 
the p lan n ed p o licy are bo th u n cer­ 
tain to a sign ifican t degree.” 
In the first half o f the y ear co n ­ 
su m ers will be sp en din g a larger 
p art o f their in co me o n o il (becau se 
o f the higher p rice) an d therefo re 
redu cin g their ex p en ditu re o n o ther 
go o ds an d serv ices. The adju stm en t 
will be co mp leted “ early in the 
y ear,” whereu p o n this drag o n the 
eco n o my will be rem o v ed, an d the 
seco n d half ex p an sio n will begin .

Three Religions 
The beliefs and customs of 
three Eastern religions were 
discussed by the speaker, and 
she described how the religions 
had entered the art of the 
Orient. She stated that it was 
common in the East to worship 
in two or three ways by taking 
the

religious 
philosophy offered. Thus the 
symbolism enhances the ap­ 
preciation for the arts. 
Hinduism, 
one 
of 
world’s 
oldest existing faiths, began as 
a worship of nature and one ab­ 
solute eternal being with three 
aspects. The ultim ate goal of 
man’s soul is union with this 
supreme being. Brahm an. One 
lifetim e is not enough time to 
achieve this state of grace, so 
rein carn ation becom es im ­ 
portant. 
The Law of Karm a, "A s ye 
sow, 
so 
shall 
ye 
rea p ,” 
regulates how the soul moves in 
reincarnation, whether down to 
an anim al or up in caste. The 
Hindu believes that a D ivinity 
pervades all things, and the end 
of life is but a part of the tur­ 
ning of the endless wheel of life. 
There is a religious ritual for 
every act. D aily bathing is a 
ritual to be performed before 


sunrise and after prayers. 
Hindus do not hold services in 
temples — they worship daily 
at home. If possible, a dying 
person is taken to bathe in the 
sacred Ganges River. The dead 
are cremated and their ashes 
are thrown into the river. 
The complicated and con­ 
tradictory beliefs in Hinduism 
are symbolized in Hindu art by 
the many faces of the gods, the 
position of the arm s and legs, 
the attention given to animals, 
the lotus flower and the Om. 
Hinduism’s divine principle is 
that chanting Om helps prepare 
the mind for deep meditation. 


Buddhism 
Buddhism was founded in the 
sixth century B.C., by the son of 
a rajah who disapproved of the 
castes and rituals of Hinduism. 
He left his fam ily and wealth to 
meditate for seven years. He 
retained the basic beliefs of 
Hindusim, and added a new 
philosophy enabling an in ­ 
dividual to form a pattern of 
self-discipline leading to a total 
detachment from the turmoil 
of life. 
During the first centuries, 
Buddha’s figure was never por­ 
trayed. Instead his symbols 
used were footprints, a lotus 
flower, an empty throne, a 
royal um brella or the wheel of 
the law, representing the eight­ 
fold path of discipline. 
When statues began to be 
made, they usually followed a 
symbolic pattern — long ear 
lobes to indicate royalty; a 
m ark on the forehead to show 
spiritual insight; palms upward 
showing unswerving belief and 
fidelity, and the feet in lotus 
position

m edita­ 
tion.

Developing good home oral 
hygiene habits is essential to 
help you help your dentist keep 
your teeth for a lifetime. 
Dental scientists have dis­ 
covered that dental plaque — 
sometimes called bacterial pla­ 
que — is the enemy of your 
teeth and gums. 
Esse n tia lly, plaque 
is a 
sticky, colorless layer of harm­ 
ful bacteria that is constantly 
forming on your teeth. The bac­ 
teria in plaque are a primary 
cause of the two most common 
dental diseases — dental caries 
(tooth decay) and periodontal 
or gum disease. 
You must remove the plaque 
at least once a day so that it will 
not accumulate and turn into a 


hard deposit called calculus 
(tartar). 
If 
this 
calculus 
is 
not 
rem oved p eriodically, more 
plaque will form on it and even­ 
tually lead to the destruction of 
teeth and gums. 
The basics of a good home 
program begin with the dis­ 
closing tablet which is made up 
of a harmless vegetable dye 
that stains plaque. After chew­ 
ing a tablet, rinse your mouth 
out with water. Then observe 
the stained areas where the 
plaque is located. 
If properly used, the tooth­ 
brush will remove the bulk of 
plaque. One of the most recom­ 
mended brushes has a straight 
handle, a flat brushing surface 
and soft, end-rounded bristles. 
Gently scrub the outer surfaces 
of 
each 
tooth, 
using 
short 


strokes and angling the brush 
against the gum line. Repeat 
this method on all the inner sur­ 
faces of 
the 
teeth. 
Then, 
vigorously scrub the biting sur­ 
faces. 
Flossing removes plaque and 
debris from between the teeth. 
Hold the floss tightly and insert 
between the teeth. With a gen­ 
tle sawing motion scraped the 
floss up and down against the 
sides of the teeth. 
Of course, you should con­ 
tinue to have periodic profes­ 
sional check-ups and cleaning. 
But it’s never too soon to start 
protecting 
your 
oral 
health 
right at home.

* » When a week-lo ng co ng res­ 
sional recess has ended, Rad­ 
ford is to be subpo enaed to tes­ 
tify before the entire co m­ 
mittee. 
Radford has said 
he was 
arfked by his military superio rs 
to look for 
material which 
might be of interest to the mili­ 
tary leadership o f the Penta­ 
gon 
In a CBS interview this week, 
Radford said two rear 
admirals 
who were his superio rs within a 
military liaison o ffice in the 
White House “told 
me they 
were interested and this was a 
eood opportunity fo r me to help 
out on the job ...

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fur­ 
ther agreements by the Soviet 
Union to delay taking another 
large shipment of the U.S. 
wheat it has purchased have 
not been reflected y et in Agri­ 
culture Department ex port re­ 
ports. 
The further agreements had 
been reported earlier this week. 
The department’s weekly re­ 
port on grain ex port shipments 
and sales Friday showed heavi­ 
er than usual shipments the 
week of Jan. 25, but gave few 
indications that Russia or the 
People’s Republic of China 
have delay ed taking any of 
their purchases. 
The report shows that out­ 
standing ex port sales dropped 
by 29 million bushels. Of that, 
20.8 million bushels were 
shipped. 


The remaining 8 .2 million 
bushels, the same amount by 
which the running total of ex ­ 
port sales was reduced, could 


stem from cancellations or ex ­ 
porters’ reselling their excess 
stocks in the domestic market. 
Purchases from the 1974-75 
crop — which is ex pected to be 
a bumper 2.06 billion bushels — 
have increased by about seven 
million bushels to 102.4 million, 
but the report gave no in­ 
dication that this change was 
due to deferrals.

One minority missing

HOLLYWOOD (N EA )- Tel­ 
evision has been praised for the 
ways it has progressed in its 
use of blacks. But what about 
the medium’s use of Jews? 
“ Something needs to be 
done,” says Milton Senn, who is 
the western regional director of 
B ’nai Brith’s Anti-Defamation 
League. “ On today’s TV, there 
isn’t one real hero who is Jew­ 
ish. Look at all the lawyer and 
doctor shows—not one is Jew­ 
ish.” 
The facts bear him out. The 
heroes of the TV series bear 
Anglo-Saxon names like Can­ 
non, Jones, Ironside, Dillon, 
Ramsey and Erskine, with a 
sprinkling of blacks and Poles 
and even a half-Chinese. Not a 
Jewish name around. 
There have been a few situa­ 
tion comedies which included 
Jewish characters, even one 
(Needles and Pins) which is al­ 
most all-Jewish but that fea­ 
tures, I feel, caricature Jews. 
There is not one heroic Jewish 
figure on TV even in the fields 
of law and medicine, which tra­ 
ditionally have many Jewish 
practitioners. 
“The Jewish presence is in­ 
visible on TV,” says producer 
David Dortort. Dortort used to 
make Bonanza, which starred a 
Jewish actor (Lorne Greene) as 
Ben Cartwright. “ Who do Jew ­ 
ish kids have to root for? TV 
gives them nobody.” 
That used to be the rallying 
cry of the blacks and with justi­ 
fication. Now they have their 
TV heroes—Shaft, Tenafly—but 
still there are no Jewish star 
parts.

This is curious, because there 
are so many Jews in command­ 
ing positions with the networks 
and studios. One of them, pro­ 
ducer David Victor (Marcus 
Welby and Owen Marshall) 
thinks it’s because they are 
playing it safe. 
“They would like not to frag­ 
ment the audience,” Victor 
says. “There is a need for the 
widest possible audience and 
they don’t want to offend any­ 
one.” 
But, still, there are the Bana- 
ceks and Kojaks and Tomas 
and Columbos, all clearly eth­ 
nic types. And these seem to be 
proliferating. 
While none of the networks 
would comment officially on 
this question, one network offi­ 
cial did say, although he would 
not permit his name to be used, 
that they try to avoid using her­ 
oes of a specific nationality or 
religion. 
“ Out of the 900 shows that 
have been on TV,” he said, 
“ there may have been 10 heroes 
with an identifiable ancestry. 
We’ve used a few Italians to off­ 
set the bad publicity we got for 
having so many Italian heavies. 
We try to keep all our heroes 
middle of the road.” 
Many Jewish actors are play­ 
ing non-Jewish heroes. On Dor­ 
tort’s Bonanza, three of the

original four Cartwrights were 
Jewish—Greene, Michael Lan- 
don and Pernell Roberts. Only 
the late Dan Blocker was not. 
Peter Falk plays an Italian. Ar­ 
thur Hill plays the very Anglo- 
Saxon Owen Marshall. 
Senn says that such sins of 
omission are the big problems 
with TV, not only in its relation­ 
ship to Jews but to all minori­ 
ties. And, he says, 40 per cent of 
the total American population 
consists of minorities. 


“They are rarely portrayed 
as real people,” he says, “ and 
that applies to both movies and 
TV. Certainly the black exploi­ 
tation pictures don’t do it. You 
get an occasional exception like 
‘Sounder,’ but that’s very 
rare.” 
With more and more ethnic 
heroes appearing, Senn feels it 
is time for at least one heroic 
Jewish character to parade 
across the TV screens. Maybe it 
will happen. 
“ I never thought about it be­ 
fore,” said Victor. “ It certainly 
should be considered. Maybe 
I’ll do one.” 
He may be too late. There is 
one pilot being made now which 
stars Lee J. Cobb as a Jewish 
doctor. If it sells it would be the 
first of its kind.
